Political forces are being lined 
preparatory to the “big push” in the 
spring drive for political plums in 
San Mateo county. From the list of 
entries it looks as though there will 
be excitement a-plenty when the can¬ 
didates go “over the top.” 

Friends of “Jim” Casey, former 
supervisor of the first township, are 
urging him to run for the sheriff’s 
office. Casey was defeated for re- 
election last year by Thomas L. 
Hickey. 

Sheriff Michael Sheehan will be a 
candidate for re-election, already 
having made announcement to that 
effect. 

Among those who have signified 
their intentions of seeking the 
sheriff’s job are Marshal C. M. 
Hirschey of Hillsborough and Don 
Funge, cattle dealer of Colma. Super¬ 
visor William H. Brown and M. J. 
Conway, the San Mateo real estate 
man, also have been mentioned in this 
connection. South San Francisco may 
have a candidate in Constable James 
Wallace. 

For District Attorney. 

Joseph J. Bullock, Redwood City 
attorney, has definitely announced 
that he will be a candidate against 
Franklin Swart for district attorney. 
Joseph B. Gordon has also been men¬ 
tioned. 

So far, County Clerk Joseph H. 
Nash, Tax Collector McSweeney, 
School Superintendent Cloud, Auditor 
Shields and Recorder Barg have no 
opposition, but it is not considered 
at all likely that they will be per¬ 
mitted to go it alone. Barg, espe¬ 
cially, is regarded as sure of opposi¬ 
tion, as he was appointed to office 
and has never come up for election. 

There has been talk in some 
quarters of Auditor Shields running 
for recorder, and Ed Stack, his 
deputy, seeking the auditor’s job, but 
this has been denied time and again. 
Judge H. W. Lampkin, the popular 
undersheriff, has been urged by his 
friends to make a fight for some 
county office, but has never acqui¬ 
esced. 

Smith for Assessor. 

No one has entered the field as yet 
against Assessor D. P. Flynn, but 
County Surveyor James V. Neuman 
is regarded as his probable opponent. 

R. F. Chilcott also has been promi¬ 
nently mentioned, but his friends de¬ 
clare he will not consent to make the 
race. City Clerk W. J. Smith will 
likely be a candidate, according to his 
friends. H. C. Tuchsen of Redwood 
City is another possible aspirant. 

"Aspirants for Coroner. 

Another fight that is keeping the 
politicians guessing is the race for 
coroner and public administrator. 
Dr. W. A. Brooke of Halfmoon Bay, 
the incumbent, will be opposed for 
re-election by Wellar A. Stead of 
Burlingame, who has already an¬ 
nounced himself. Dr. N. D. Morrison 
of San Mateo has beeri discussed in 
different quarters, but has never let 
his intentions be known, while Dr. F. 

S. Dolley of our own city is in about 
the same category politically. 

If Neuman should decide to run for 
assessor, indications are that George 
A. Kneese, who is city engineer of 
almost as many cities as there are 
hairs on your head, will have easy 
sailing for county surveyor. Kneese 
was a candidate against Neuman be¬ 
fore and has been preparing to make 
another trial ever since.

CHAS. JOHNSON DIES 
FROM ASPHYXIATION 


DAUGHTER FINDS PIONEER RESI¬ 
DENT DEAD ON SUNDAY LAST; 
ACCIDENTAL DEATH, VERDICT 


Charles Johnson was found dead 
from asphyxiation at his home last 
Sunday afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was accidental death. 

Johnson had retired early on 
Saturday night and the family de¬ 
cided to let him sleep late Sunday. 
Not hearing him stirring about, his 
daughter, Emma, went to the room to 
investigate and smelt the fumes of 
gas. Johnson was in bed, and a physi¬ 
cian was summoned, who pronounced 
that the man had bden dead for nearly 
ten hours. 

Funeral services were held on 
Wednesday. The Rev. D. Stevens 
preached the sermon and interment 
was made at Mount Olivet Cemetery. 

Johnson, who was a carpenter and 
a pioneer South San Francisco resi¬ 
dent, came to this country from 
Sweden nearly thirty years ago, and 
settled here shortly after his arrival. 

The deceased was 60 years of age 
and is survived by a widow and four 
children, Miss Emma Johnson, Arthur 
Johnson and Mrs. Smith of this city 
and Mrs. Hilda Hammer of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Johnson was highly respected in 
the community, had a host of friends 
and business associates, and expres¬ 
sions of sympathy were extended 
freely to the family when the news of 
his passing spread through the city. 


SC AMPIN I AND BROWN TRUCK

MORE HID GIVEN 
IN POSTAL FIGHT 

COUNTY DEMOCRATIC COMMIT¬ 
TEE PASSES RESOLUTION ASK- 
ING FOR RESTORATION OF 
POSTOFFICE. 


j At a meeting of the Democratic 
’ County Committee held on Wednes- 
I day night at San Mateo, a resolution 
| was adopted to urge the postal au- 
! thorities to restore South San Fran¬ 
cisco to its former postal status, re¬ 
establish the general postoffice, rather 
than having it a station of San Fran¬ 
cisco postoffice as now. 

Copies of the resolution will be 
presented to Senator James D. Phelan 
and other members of Congress from 
I this district. 

Wednesday night’s meeting was 
called to consider a petition sent to 
the Democratic committee by local 
citizens, asking that the committee 
lend its support to the campaign to 
recover South San Francisco’s former 
postal rights. Chairman M. J. Con- 
1 way presided and, in the absence of 
1 Thomas J. Branson, City Attorney 
John F. Davis acted as secretary. 
Meeting Well Attended. 

Almost all the members of the 
county committee attended the 
meeting, and among those who ex¬ 
pressed their determination to aid 
South San Francisco were Timothy 

I. Sheehan of Daly City, John L. 
Debenedetti and John F. Biven of 
San Mateo, Frank Roach of Menlo 
Park, Dr. J. C. McGovern and John 
Dowd of South San Francisco and 
Chief of Police Thomas F. Burke of 
San Mateo. 

The petition which this city sub¬ 
mitted was as follows: 

To the Democratic County Commit¬ 
tee of San Mateo County: 

Whereas, the postoffice at South San 
Francisco, California, has been 
merged with the postoffice at San 
Francisco on the alleged ground that 
free delivery service would be given 
to the people of the city of South San 
Francisco: and 

Whereas, the resulting service is 
entirely unsatisfactory to the people 
of South San Francisco .and does not 
apply to all the territory included in 
South San Francisco; and 

Whereas, though requested to im¬ 
prove the character of the service, the 
San Francisco postoffice has failed to 
do so; and 

Whereas, the merger of the post- 
office at South San Francisco with 
the postoffice at San Francisco tends 
to cause South San Francisco to lose 
its identity in the eyes of the public. 

We, therefore, the undersigned resi¬ 
dents of the city of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, respectfully request the Demo¬ 
cratic County Committee of San 
Mateo county to aid in every way pos¬ 
sible in restoring the postoffice at 
South San Francisco to the status ex¬ 
isting before the merger above men¬ 
tioned.

DAMAGE SUIT 

LOCAL GARAGE MAN SUED FOR 
$5000 DAMAGES IN LOST AUTO- 
MOBILE CASE. 

George N. Wichman, an employee of 
Peter Thorsen, the San Mateo liquor 
dealer, has brought suit in the su¬ 
perior court against H. R. Emcrick 
for $5000 damages. 

According to the complaint, Wich¬ 
man borrowed an automobile belong¬ 
ing to Sam Hastings and was driving 
up the State highway above Burlin¬ 
game when the machine went out of 
commission. He left the car standing 
on the highway, and when he re¬ 
turned it was gone. When Wichman 
returned to San Mateo and told Hast¬ 
ings that some one had taken the car, 
Hastings refused to believe him and 
caused his arrest on a charge of theft. 

After arranging for his release on 
bail, Wichman started out on a search 
for the missing automobile, and 
found it in Emerick’s garage, 

Emerick states that he was notified 
by a passing motorist that the car 
had been abandoned, and in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions of traffic 
officers he towed it into the garage, 
where it remained for two days, at¬ 
taching one of his cards to a near-by 
fence to indicate where the car could 
be found. He further claims that the 
Lomita garage was notified in case 
inquiries were made there as to the 
whereabouts of the automobile. 

In his complaint, which was pre¬ 
pared by his attorney, Kenneth M. 
Green, Wichman alleges that Em¬ 
erick’s unlawful actions resulted in 
his arrest and that it caused damage 
to his reputation and business to the 
extent of $5000. 

Emerick to-day stated that no 
papers had been served on him in con¬ 
nection with the suit, nor any noti¬ 
fication been given that it had been 
entered.

Lemoff 
died two days later.

MEED NODE MEAT COMES HI 


Because of the war the meat re¬ 
serves of the world are diminished. 
The herds of livestock in Europe 
have been reduced by slaughter made 
necessary in order to feed the armies. 
Our own meat production in the 
years just preceding the war was 
barely sufficient for our own uses. 
And yet we are now called upon not 
only to feed ourselves, but to feed 
Europe to a large extent. And we 
must do it if we win the war. 

Where will we get the meat? You 
can do your part, on your farm and in 
your back yard, by producing more 
poultry—increasing the supply of 
eggs and chickens, geese and ducks. 
Our total number of beef animals can 
not be increased with sufficient 
quickness. Several years are re¬ 
quired to build up cattle herds. Hogs 
can be increased considerably in a 
year. They can be increased faster 
than any other meat animal. But 
poultry can be doubled in a year. It 
offers the fastest nd efteapest possible 
source of meat increase. That is why 
it is so important that every one help 
in poultry production next year. 

The more poultry and eggs we pro¬ 
duce the more poultry and eggs we 
Will eat. The more of that food we 
eat the less beef and pork we will 
need or want—leaving that much 
more to go to Europe. Thus we do 
indirectly the thing we can’t do 
directly. By poultry production we 
get quickly more meat to win the 
war, although we cann<ft increase in 
that time the number of our meat 
animals. 

Get some good hens. You will help 
win the war. You will reduce your 
own cost of living, > You will turn 
waste into food. Get some good hens. 


War revenue stamps, to provide 
additional funds for the war, are now 
on sale at all postoffices. 

Revenue stamps can be had at the 
postoffice in denominations of 1, 2, 5, 
10, 25, 50 cents, $1 and $2. 

The United States war savings cer¬ 
tificate stamps and United States 
thrift stamps are on sale at the post- 
office. 

Thrift stamps are sold to the public 
at 25 cents each. Sixteen thrift 
stamps, amounting to $4 in value, 
may be exchanged for a war savings 
certificate stamp worth $5, payable 
at the end of five years, by adding 12 
cents. The gain of 88 cents is 4 per 
cent compound interest on the price 
of the stamp. The stamps are re¬ 
deemable at any time. 

It is proposed to sell during De¬ 
cember, 1017, and the year 1918 
enough of these stamps to amount 
to $2,000,000,000 par value, an aver¬ 
age of $16.50 for each man, woman 
and child in the United States. 

Not more than $100 worth will be 
sold to any person at any one time 
and it will be illegal for one person 
to have ownership of more than $1000 
of this issue of war saving certificates. 

MEATLESS CHRISTMAS. 

The restrictions of meatless Tues¬ 
day will not be removed for Christmas 
or New Year, both of which fall on 
that day, according to a telegram re¬ 
ceived by the United States Food Ad¬ 
ministration for California from Her¬ 
bert C. Hoover. In addition, Hoover 
says that liver, tongue, tripe, kidney 
and other by-products of the pro¬ 
hibited meats come under the ruling 
applicable to meatless days, and that 
“plenty of variety is afforded in poul¬ 
try, rabbits and sea foods.” 


In the Screen World 


MARY PICKFORD STARTS REI» CROSS FUND. 

In addition to her many war duties, including acting as “godmother” to 
six hundred soldiers in the artillery corps and one hundred and forty-four 
in the aviation corps, Mary Pickfod has started a unique fund for the benefit 
of the American Red Cross. 

The popular Artcraft star received a letter from Harry Green, Pasadena, 
Cal., enclosing four dollars, which he stated was a day’s pay and which he 
wished to donate to the Red Cross through Miss Pickford, as he desired a 
receipt signed personally by her. She quickly realized the value of the idea 
and deposited the money in the Hollywood (Cal.) bank, as the nucleus of a 
new fund. More contributions have begun to arrive, and “America’s Sweet¬ 
heart” is devoting a part of each day to answering the communications from 
contributors. 

This novel method places all contributors on an equal footing, regard¬ 
less of the income received, for the donation from the man earning but a 
few dollars a day carries the same spirit and represents the same sacrifice 
as the more fortunate individual whose income is large. 

MAETERLINCK’S “THE BLUE BIRD” IN FILMS. 

Maurice Maeterlinck’s world-famous play, “The Blue Bird,” is to appear 
in motion picture form, to be presented by Artcraft Pictures. Considered 
one of Maeterlinck’s greatest works, this production is staged both in this 
country and abroad and occupies an important place in the annals of inter¬ 
national theatricals. In London, it originally opened at the Boudoir Theatre 
in December, 1909, where it attracted wide attention. The play offered ten 
scenes and took four hours to portray on the stage.

The farmer who, after harvesting a bumper crop, attempts to move that 
crop to market over poor roads, soon finds that he must sacrifice a large 
per cent of his profits in reaching the market with his wares. The lumber¬ 
man who has cut a choice lot of material finds he must give up the lion’s 
share of his profits in getting his stuff to the railroad. The same holds good 
in all lines—poor roads mean a waste of energy; good roads, conservation 
of energy that may be profitably employed in more production. 

The temptation for slackness in this direction grows greater all the 
time. Thousands of our workers have gone to the army; other thousands 
have been drafted to take their places in the industries. Labor in all lines 
is at a premium. 

The people of this country, however, have never known the meaning of 
the words “defeat” and “failure.” They must not learn at this late day. A 
determination on our part that the industrial life of the country MUST NOT 
and SHALL NOT deteriorate will work wonders. Hitherto only a very small 
per cent of the national energy has been devoted to the sterner question of 
making a living. We have had abundant time for all the varied interests of 
life. Now, however, some of those interests must take second place. The 
demands upon our time and energy are such that more and more we must 
cut out the frivolous and devote ourselves to the serious phases of life. 

We can find the time and the means and the lnbor to keep our roads 
up to the standard of efficiency. We MUST, if a large part of our energy is 
not to be wasted.

FOSTER TO LECTURE 
AT SAN MATEO 

(By Mary Gervais.) 

Dr. William T. Foster, president of 
Reed College, Portland, Oregon, who 1 
has a national reputation as an 
orator, has just returned from a 
three months’ trip to the battle fronts 
of France, where he inspected every 
feature of Red Cross work. 

He has investigated all the camps 
of our own soldiers in France, and 
nearly all the war areas from the 
British lines to Switzerland. He has 
inspected every type of care of the 
wounded men, from the first aid sta¬ 
tion in the front trenches and the 
pcstes de secours and evacuation 
hospitals behind the lines, to the base 
hospitals in Paris and Bordeaux. He 
has seen the work of more than a 
hundred volunteer organizations, 
most of which are now affiliated with 
the American Red Cross. 

Dr. Foster will speak in San Mateo 
on Tuesday, December 11th. 

The American Red Cross Christmas 
membership drive will begin Decem¬ 
ber 17th and continue until Christmas 
eve, December 24th. Transparent 
service flags bearing the Red Cross 
emblem, to be placed in the windows 
of homes, will be given to each mem¬ 
ber, and the display of this flag in a 
window will mean that a person in 
that home is a Red Cross member. 
Space will be provided on the white 
field of the flag for additional em¬ 
blems to indicate the number of 
members of the household who have 
joined the Red Cross. On Christmas 
eve, local Red Cross chapters will 
strive to have a candle lighted be¬ 
hind the flag in each Red Cross home, 
and thus give expression to the uni¬ 
versal character of the Red Cross. It 
is also planned to have church bells 
chime at half hour intervals on 
Christmas eve, so as to add impres¬ 
siveness to the Red Cross Christmas 
ceremony. 

The knitting will keep up until 
January 1st at least, this in answer 
to so many questions concerning the 
need of more knitting. 

The San Mateo Chapter of the 
American Red Cross is still sending 
Christmas boxes to the men in the 
camps. Each parcel contains nine 
articles, handkerchief, writing pad 
and pencil and envelopes, gum, choco¬ 
late, pound of raisins, trench mirror 
and cigarettes. Tied up with a red 
ribbon and a Christmas card. No 
matter how many relatives or friends 
a man may have, he will be glad to 
receive one of these packages, and 
how about the man who is far from 
home and has received no presents?

One evening when nobody appar¬ 
ently was around, an old woman went 
to the room where these articles were 
temporarily stored. She was rather 
shabbily dressed save for a fur she 
wore, which seemed to tell of better 
days that were gone, and she thought 
she was quite unobserved, although 
she was not. 

For some minutes she stood and 
looked at the big pile which meant 
comfort for somebody, somewhere. 
Then, slowly, she took the fur from 
about her neck, laid it upon the pile, 
took one last look, and quietly went 
away.

OFFICIALS WRANGLE 


Major Pope of Camp Fremont ap¬ 
peared before the San Mateo super¬ 
visors Monday and asked for the 
passage of a county ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the revocation of the 
licenses of all jitney drivers found 
guilty of transporting immoral 
women. He also wanted to know why 
the county authorities had not en¬ 
forced the ordinance prohibiting the 
sale of liquor in all unincorporated 
territory within five miles of the 
cantonment. 

District Attorney Swart explained 
that the five-mile law had not been 
enforced because Clerk John Dunni- 
gan of the San Francisco board of 
supervisors had asked the county 
authorities not to enforce it. 

Supervisor John MacBain of Menlo 
Park asked Major Pope to make his 
request in writing, declaring that the 
board would then take action. 

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, John S. Dqnnigan flatly 
denied Swart’s statment that Dun- 
nigan asked the county authorities 
not to enforce the ordinance prohibit¬ 
ing the sale of liquor in unincorpor¬ 
ated towns within five miles of the 
camp. 

“1 have never discussed the meas¬ 
ure with San Mateo officials,” Dunni- 
gan said. “While Camp Fremont was 
being prepared for occupation I sug¬ 
gested an ordinance similar to that 
in force here. That is all I ever had 
to do with it.”

“At Moyeau seventy inhabitants were shot by the Germans. An old 
man of 77 was killed as he fled from his burning home. From another house 
they took father and son and stood them against a wall. They shot the son 
first; then they compelled the father to stand over the dead body, looking 
down at it, and shot him in that position. A child, shot by the Germans, had 
been carried into the house by its mother. The Germans, hearing of it, came 
to the house, piled straw around the bed on which the child lay and set fire 
to it. At Ferte-Gaucher, the Germans broke into a house and violated a 
woman in the presence of her four-year-old child. Pressing on to Mauper- 
thuis, they seized a civilian from his house and executed him, together with 
a hostage whom they had brought with them from Courtacon. At Gembloux, 
after the Germans had retreated, pursuing Belgian troops found the dead 
body of a woman pinned to the door of a house by a sword driven through 
her chest. The body was naked and the breasts had been cut off. At Per- 
onnes, the Germans burned sixty-three houses and shot eight civilians, in¬ 
cluding the burgomaster. The relatives of the executed civilians were 
ordered, under threat of death, not to touch the bodies, and they lay in the 
street for forty-eight hours. At La Ferte-Gaucher, a woman who resisted the 
advances of a German officer was turned over by him to four of his men and 
was ravished by them in turn as the officer looked on. At Monceau-sur- 
Sambre, on the same day, the Germans burned 251 houses after looting them 
and shot down twenty-eight persons, including women and children, as they 
fled from their burning homes.”—From French official reports.
